rent inaction could be a planned 
maneuver of waiting upon the 
Court to plow through the ob- 
scenity issue once again. 


Upholding the public's morals 


has been a governmental func- 
tion ever since man organized the 
first social structure. 


What is proper and what is 


beyond decency's pale has shifted 
throughout history and it varies 
between cultures. 


The U.S. is one of the few 


countries to interpose a written 
basic declaration, namely, the 
First Amendment, between gov- 
ernmental action and individual 
predilection in this area. 


The First 
Amendment was 


adopted in the context of giving 
the citizen free vent to express- 
ing his opinions on the govern- 
mental apparatus. 


The prevailing attitude of late 


18th 
century America on ob- 


scenitv was much tiehter than it 
is today. Had the Amendment's 
framers 
been 
queried 
on the 


subject, doubtless they 
would 


have renlied they entertained no 
intention to sanction the publica- 
tion of dirty hooks.
